Stinging reply to the attack made

The detective repeated his assertion 
that organized labor has a fund of 
$1,000,000 to defend the McNamaras 
and that labor leaders have attempted 
to buy witnesses of the prosecution 
at their own price and when they have 
refused have threatened them with 
death. 

“In the words of Clarence Darrow,” 
said President Gompers, “what: Burns 
said on this occasion is in keeping with 
his previous statements. They are ab- 
solutely false 

“It has been the action of. Burns 
Since the kidnapping of the McNama- 
ras to have the entire proceedings as 
sensational as possible, so as to at- 
tract the gittention of the newspapers 
and the public. 

“This is the only case within. my 
knowledge where a detective has 
‘tipped’ off the newspaper reporters 
when an invasion or arrest has been 
made, as Burns tipped them off when 
he kidnapped those men. 

“Hardly a day passes that he: doesn’t 
attack me or my colleagues in the 
newspapers or the magazines, or make 
the prediction that the McNamaras 
will be convicted, Whoever: heard of 
a detective trying his«case in the pa- 
pers when it is still pending in the 
court? 

Fund Is Short of $250,000. 

“He repeats the statement that the 
American Federation of Labor has 
gathered over $1,000,000 for the defense 
fund. That statement is absolutely 
false. We have not a quarter of that 
amount, 

“He makes that statement for the 
double purpose of creating the idea 
that such a sum cannot be legitimately 
expended for the defense and to cre- 
ate the impression among working 
men that no more contributions are 
needed, 

“He is either a malicious and malig- 
hant man who, in hunting men, pur- 
sues the methods of the savage abo- 
rigines, or-he is so mentally unsound 
that he deceives himself. 

“He refers to. violence having been 
threatened witnesses and says that he 
is serving and saving society and that 
when he is gone others will arise to 
take his place.

BEATTIE NOW IN HEAVEN 

ON TRIAL, SAYS BRICKER 


“Henry Clay Beattie goes into eter- 
nity prepared for facing the crisis 
there,” saiq Rey. L. O. Bricker, pas- 
tor of the t‘irst Christian church. “ris 
contession and acceptance of religion 
eqripped him for his struggle in the 
weild to come. He goes into heaven— 
as heaven to him will pe—as the same 
immoral Henry beattie he. was on 
earth. The same criminal tendencies 
ure dominant in his character. He is 
still a moral leper. But he is in 
heeyen. That fact is due to his con- 
fession, for the Bible says that he 
who confesseth all shall enter into the 
kingdom. of God. Beattie, however, is 
handicapped. In the same manner of 
a youth who had  idled away his 
schooling and finds himself facing the 
world, he is fronting the powers of 
heaven, prepared for the battle, but 
ordered to combat with all his 
strength before the victory is won, 

“Beattie is set aside in heaven. He 
is in the same predicament as 4n 
earthly prisoner who has been placed 
on probation. If he conquers over his 
criminal worldly self he will be given 
| a Plece in the kingdom of God. If he 
faiis eterna! death will be his fate. He 
haus a chance. That chance was won 
by his confession. 

“As to his father, I believe he has 
been placed more at ease than had his 
son dieg without the confession pass- 
ing his lips. If Beattie, the younger, 
uad failed to admit the crime his par- 
ent would have believed him to bea 
martyr to justice and all his faith in 
mankind woulg undoubtedly have been 
iost. But ne now knows that his son 
was brave, had confessed the deed, 
stoically met his fate and is assured 
that he awaits his parents in heaven.” 


Attorney Reuben Arnold. 


When Attorney Reuben R. Arnold, 
the well-known criminal lawyer, was 
asked the question as to Beattie, he 
replied: 

“Beattie should have confessed his 
guilt. A proper consideration for his 
ifather’s feelings would have dictated 
.such a course, for, though the thought 
'of having a son who is a murderer, is 
‘a terrible reflectiun, it would have 
been more terrible to think that an in- 
/nocent man had gone to the electric 
chair.” 


Owed a Duty to God. 


“His duty to God was the first and 
|great consideration,” says Dr. 
| Holderby, “and this should 
outweighed any consideration of sym- 
,pathy for his father or for anyone else. 
He did right in confessing.” 


None Could Remain Silent. 


“When a man faces the end of life 
I don’t believe anyone with a normal 
‘mind would fail to clear himself as 
\far as he Is able of all transgressions,” 
\says Attorney John W. Moore. “Beat- 
‘tie should have confessed, and I don’t 
‘know of a single similar case where a 
criminal remained silent. A recent 
similar one was that of Dr. Crippen, 
-in England.” 

The Law’s Vindication. 


Attorney Alex Meyer says that Beat- 
tie should have confessed to vindicate 
the law. . 
| “Some pain might have been saved 
his father if Beattie had died without 
admitting the crime, but it seems to 
'me that the vindication of the law for

The Law Vindicated.. 


Reverend Father George Rapier, pas- 
tor of the Sacred Heart church, said: 
“Beattie’s obligation to the race and 
to the law which he had violated, was 
| greater than any obligation of filial

‘the only thing possible for him. It 
was a vindication of the law which was 
about to be visited upon him, and I 
derive a certain amount of. patriotic 
satisfaction out of the fact that the law 
'which had been outraged, was finally 
‘vindicated. His confession is another 
instance of the feeling that lies,deep 
in every heart that impels us to con-

' maintained his innocence. 
Father Peter E. Dietz, 
Ohio, who is in the city, 


of Oberlin, 
stressed the

; “There was probably a presumption 
in the mind of many that here was a 
miscarriage of justice, and 
sympathy was expressed for one who 
bore himself so stoically.

Every reference to his 
iron nerve and to the fact that he was 
going to the chair without acknowledg- 
ing his crime, in the hope of saving his 
aged father further sorrow, according 
to those who were with him to the end, 
seemed to afford him supreme satis- 
faction. 
Sheek That Killed Him. 

The shock that killed Beattie was 
given at exactly 7:19 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Three distinct and separate times 
the currént was turned on, and at 7:23 
it wag shut off. Doctors W. T. and 
St. Julien Oppenheimer, a minute later 
announced that death had been instan- 
taneous. The twenty-two persons in 
the death chamber thereupon filed out, 
and the end.of a lengthy and costly 
battle for justice had ended. 

Will Clear Cemetery. 

When the funeral cortege moves “to 
the cemetery Sunday afternoon the 
morbid will not find places near the 
grave to satisfy their curiosity. The 
police have received orders to clear the 
cemetery during the services there and 
to permit no one to enter the burial 
save the Beatties and their 
dead, 

Tonight the Beattie family is alone 
with its grief. 
the residence are drawn tight and no 
movement is seen about the place. 

Events moved so rapidly during the 
day that Richmond gtill is gasping. The 
sudden production of the murderer's 
confession caused qa profound sensation 
There had been rumors of the exist- 
ence of such a document but the rumors 
were based on nothing tangible. HEm- 
phatically and persistently they were 
denied by the family of the slayer, by 
the attorneys who had taken part in 
the celebrated case and by the prison 
authorities. The ministers refused to 
discuss the reports, putting off all in- 
terrogators with the simple statement 
that “they hoped for a confession.” 

The acknowledgement of his crime 
by Beattie was no where received with 
more quiet joy than in the executive 
mansion. 
all pressure brought to bear upon him 
to commute the sentence or to issue 
a reprieve. 


Permit to Bury Given. 

Acting on aéewritten request of 
Douglass Beattie, the council commit- 
tee in charge of the public cemeteries, 
granted a permit tonight for the burial 
of Henry Beattie in Maury cemetery, 
South Richmond. He will be buried by 
the side of his wife.
